Liquid Air, 
Pratical Uses to Which It can be 
Put. 


The production of liquid air promises 
to be one of the g: ies of 
the age, and the uses to which it can be 
put are almost unlimited. Itis announ- 
ced that that Oscar P. Ostergren, 
Swedish engincer,resident in New York, 
has built a plant which turns out liquid 
air to the extent of 1,500 gallons a day 
at the bitherto unheard of price of six or 
seven cents a gallon. A writer in 
Harper’s Weekly discusses some of the 
practical uses to which liquid air, thus 
cheaply produced, can be put. Mr. 
Ostergren has invented a vessel in 
which the liquid aircan be kept with but 
slight loss through evaporation. 

Mr. Ostergren has also invented'a fan 
for cooling rooms. Its wings are at- 
tached to a small turbine which is con- 


atest discoveri 


The air escaping over the turbine 
keeps the fan in motion, and the fan 
picks up this power which turns it and 
sends it asa fresh breeze to do a work 
of cooling. In all this wide field where 
there is comfort or utility in low temper 
ature, liquid air, with its 812 degrees 
Fahrenheit below zero. comes into its 
own. One gallon of it, weighing 7 8-4 
pounds, has the cooling power of 8 
pounds of ice. Besides this advantage 
in bulk, it has the advantages over ice 
of being clean and absolutely dry. 

The practical value of liquid air as a 
high explosive, in connection with car-

Anthrax in Ontario. 


Germany. When made by the Linde 
process, which®has but one-fourth the 
productive efliciency of the Ostergren 
process, it has been found to be cheaper 
and better than dynamite or nitro- 
glycerine. At the present time two 
Linde plants are being built at the great 
Simplon tunnel in Switzerland, one at 
the north end and one at the south, to 
supply liquid air to do the work of blast- 
ing. — 

It is estimated that the United States, 
in building the Nicaragua Canal, would 
save over $20,000,000 in doing the blast- 
ing which the Walker commission re- 
ported would be necessary, if liquid air, 
at the low cost at which it can be made 
by the Ostergren process, should be used 
as anexplosive. Nordonfeldt, the great 
Swedish gun-maker, who has lately 
been on a trip to America’ told Oster- 
gren, after having gone over the process, 
that he was convinced that liquid air 
would have great use in the heavy 
ordnance of the future if it could be 
made in the quantity and at the cost 
which Ostergren’s designs and Burger's 
calculations called for, Since Norden- 
feldt made this statement thsse calcula- 
tions have been shown to be correct. 
But this warlike use of the new force 
has not escaped the iinventor. He de- 
tected it in the study of the subject, and 
drsigned a gun and shell, in which al- 
cohol or charcoal and liquid oxygen are 
tobe used for thecharges. Alcohol will 
be used in the gun, and thus the explo- 
sion at firing will be smokeless: but not 
so with the shell as it flies toward the 
enemy. In it charcoal is used as the 
carbon, so when it explodes smoke will 
be spread as well as destruction. ‘The 
battleships, a few years hence, therefore, 
‘may have a liquid air plant in place of 
the menacing powder magazine, and 
make the explosive part of their ammu- 
nition from the atmosphere. ‘This may 
seem incredible, but surely it does not 
seem more incredible than did the state- 
ment about transmitting messages across 
the ocean that once came from the big 
house in Gramercy Square, where Field 
was working out the plan for the At- 
lantic cable. 

As a motive power, quite as much as 
a refrigerant and as an explosive, liquid 
air seems destined to have a large use. 
One gallon of it, taking into account 
both its expansive power and its latent 
cold, equals two horse power for one 
hour. The application of this power is 
a problem in mechanics which is even 
now being solved. 

Late German scientific reviews devote 
much attention to the part liquid air is 
to play in illumination, They tell of 
complete success in producing calcium 
carbide with liquid air without electric- 
ity. They also speak of the great use 
liquid air will surely serve, paradoxical 
as it may seem, in producing high tem- 
peratures, as with it, it is easy to get a 
fas containing 50 per cent, of oxygen, 
while the atmospheric air contains only

Outbreak Reported From Listowel 
And Kingston. 


Toronto, AuG. 1.—An outbreak of 
anthvax, the most dreaded of diseases 
affecting cattle, as it invariably proves 
fatal in a very few hours, and is very 
contagious, has been reported to both 
the Department of Agriculture and the 
provincial board of health from Lis- 
towel. The local medical health officer 
informed Dr. Bryce that a number of 
cattle had died already and asked for 
instructions as to the disposal of the 
carcases. They will be burned. The 
disease often originates in woollen fac- 
tories and tanneries where imported 
wool and hides are handled, It often 
proves fatal with human beings who 
are unfortunate enough to, become in- 
oculated with the bacillus. 

Kunesron, Ont., AuG. 1.—On a farm 
about three miles from the city six head 
of cattle and a horse have died since 
spring from anthrax. After the disease 
developed the animals were dead in 24 
hours. ‘The disease is localized on the 
one farm, and in eleven years 41 cattle 
and two horses have died from it. Dr. 
Connell, bacteriologist, recommends that 
the farm be prohibited, and €éattle pre- 
vented from beihg pastured on it. 


Emigration to Manitoba. 


“Tf the present crop be harvested 
safely,” said My, Creary, commissioner 
of immigration at Winnipeg, ‘ we have | 
advices which indicate that about four 
or five thousand American farmers from 
Towa, Missouri. Kansas and the Dakotas 
and other states, will cross to Canadian 
soil. ‘The work of the department for 
the last two or three years has been 
practically educational, the bringing 
of delegates for home-seekers, the 
spreading of literature and the circula- 
tion of the letters of farmers who have 
settled here being largely the class of 
work done. This has aroused great in-. 
terest and as soon as the people who in- 
tend coming to Canada from the North-! 
Western States, harvest their crops this , 
summer and get their affairs settled up, | 
there will be a large immigration to’ 
Manitoba and the ‘Verritories. These 
people are now watching with lively 
interest the outcome of this year’s crops 
here, and should they turn out equal to 
present promises the rush may be very 
much larger than anticipated.”

It is seldom that a big shark is caught 
in Northern waters, but in the tropi- 
cal seas a twelve-footer, either white 
or hammerhead, is looked upon with 
contempt. One day, as the ship White 
Wings was becalmed about fifty miles 
off the coast of Madagascar, a ham- 
merhead shark of such size appeared 
alongside that he was at first taken 
for a whale. He remained with us for 
over an hour, lying like a log on the 
water, and it was easy to get his di- 
mensions, or at least his length. He 
was exactly thirty-three feet long and 
about the size of a flour-barrel. If a 
tow-line could have been made fast to 
that fish he had the horse-power to 
enable him to drag us along. While 
the white shark is swifter and more 
supple, the hammerhead has more of 
what might be called pounding pow- 
er. As an illustration of what he can 
do out of the water, I will cite the 
cage of an Australian coasting schoon- 
er called the Wanderer. I was in the 
whaling ship Paul Jones and we were 
anchored off one of the Kangaroo is- 
lands on the east coast, to wood and 
water. The Wanderer, which was 
northward bound, came to anchor quite 
near us to make good some damage 
received aloft in a squall. The water 
was alive with hungry hammerheads, 
and the captain of the coaster, put 
over a hook. A shark eighteen feet 
long soon took it and after half an 
hour’s hard work was hauled over the 
rail. The fish seemed to be played out 
as they hauled him .o, but no sooner 
did he feel the deck under him than 
he began business. ,The blows he 
struck with his tail could have been 
heard a mile away, and when he 
sprang into the air and fell back there 
was a crash which told of splintered 
planks. In ten minutes that fish al- 
most made a wreck of the schooner. 
He smashed bulwarks, shivered planks, 
and broke stanchions as if they were 
sticks and chips, and harness-cask, 
water-butt, and the cook’s gally went 
overboard as if sent by 
A POWDER EXPLOSION. 

The carpenter managed to sever the 
tail with a broadaxe at last, and no 
more shark hooks were dropped over 
the side. Had that shark been free 
in the hold of the schooner I believe 
he would have started a dozen butt- 
ends and sunk her at her anchor. 

“In his native element a big shark 
has two sorts of power—the go-ahead 
and the reverse. Off the Java coast, 
on one of my whaling voyages, we 
killed a whale fixty-two feet long. In 
bulk he seemed to be an island, and 
his weight was tons added to tons.

Weird Story Related by a Returned Gold- 
Secker—Dying OF Like slircp. 


A despatch from Vancouver, BC., says: 


—'They were dying like sheep all 
around me,” said C. W. Petrie, just 
back from a fifteen months trip up 


the all-Canadian route to Klondike, via 
the Strickeen river, “ I cannot give de- 
tails; I cannot remember names. My- 
selié and another French-Canadian 
reached eighty miles up the ‘Lesiin, 
where a number of men were prospect- 
ing with great luck. It was a rich 
diggings. We set at work at once and 
struck it lucky right off. On the sec- 
ond day we became sick with a strange 
malady, and crawled to another tent 
for help. Here we found one man dead 
and two dying. They told us that the 
whole camp was dying off like sheep. 

* At another tent we found two sick 
men. One told us that the dead bodies 
ot miners who had scurvy had been 
thrown into the river near thé dig- 
gngs, where almost still water exisi- 
ed, that the bodies had tainted tbe 
water, and that all who drank it were 
taken sick—vhat most were dead, That 
corpses were lying ali over the ground 
or had been rolled into the river. 

“We crawled away from the pes- 
tilential spot for we coujdnt walk. We 
peeped into each tent as we passed. 
All were dead. Everyone seemed dead 
put us. We reacheda mountain stream 
at last, where the Mounted Police over- 
took us. 1 was delirious and remember 
little. Finally we became well enough 
to reach the coast. 

“T can say with all truthfulness that 
eighty miles up the Teslin there are 
dead miners lying around everywhere 
and miners’ kits strewn all over. There 
is lots of gold there, but it is guarded 
by the angel of death. Some day it

George von Ompsteda, 
a popular German novel-writer, was 
so badly injured that he cannot re- 
cover. j There were 12 passengers in 
the car. Of these, five are fatally 
injured, while the others are suffering 
from broken limbs -wnd bruises, and 
from prostration by shock. : 

The Schneeberg is one of the highest 
mountains in the Austrian Alps, 
At its foot, by the Rivers Passer and 
Adige, is the town of Meran, a cele- 
brated bealth resort, containing 8,000 
inhabitants. It is noted for grape- 
cure and whey-cure establishments, 
Here also is Dr. Kahn's famous sani- 
tarium, the place where Crown Prince 
Alfred of Saxe-Coburg was sent to re- 
cuperate.

That Pressure on Brain 


Threatens Insanity.

A despatch from Stockholm, says:— 
Private letters received from St. 
Petersburg declare that no doubt ex- 
ists in the minds of persons of the in- 
ner court circle that the Czar intends 
soon to make his brother, the Grand 
Duke Michael, regent of the empire. 

This arrangement will be temporary 
its permanency being contingent on 
the Emperor's regaining his health 
through an operation—trepanning — 
which he is about to undergo. 

The birth of the Grand Duchess 
Olga in 1895 was a grevious disappoint- 
ment to the Czar, who had his beart 
set on the birth of a son, 

In 1897 came Tatiana, also a girl, and 
since that time his Majesty has pray- 
ed incessantly for an heir, 

The recent birthofa third daughter, 
followed by the death of his brother, 
the Czarowitch,is saidto have plung- 
ed him in melancholy,and his physi- 
cians fear that unless the pressure on 
the brain, which they bave diagnosed, 
is relieved, his reason muy be perman- 
ently impaired,

On the way there we had to cross a 
ravine, the edges of which were abrupt. 
My horse fell, and I was thrown abrupt- 
ly to the ground, but I got up, remounted 
and caught up with the troop. The bat- 
tle didn’t last long, and the red men soon 
skedaddled, leaving many of their dead 
and wounded on the field. I remember 
we took some of their injured back to 
the fort. It was a hot, blistering day, 
and the atmosphere in the covered wag- 
ons must have been something like that 
in hades, but never a ery nor groan did 
one of them utter. 6 

Among the enemy captured was a 
white man who had been fighting with 
the Indians. He was well armed, but 
had shot all his ammunition away and 
was fighting with his carbine as a club 
when overpowered and shackled. He 
was a tall, swarthy fellow, with hand- 
some, dark eyes and a nervous tempera- 
ment; had been a member of one of the 
regular army posts farther west, but got 
into some difficulty with one of his offi- 
cers and deserted, 

He was put through a court martial 
and sentenced to be shot. 

These sentences, of course, have to be 
approved by the administration. Report 
of the court's action was forwarded to 
Washington, and the prisoner was close- 
ly guarded until the president had signed 
the death order. This was finally done, 
and the day of execution set. The pris- 
oner’s name was Yoakum, and I had 
several talks with him. He took the 
trouble to make a fair statement ot his 
case to me and offered several good 
points in witigation. He wrote some 
letters to friends he had in the cast, 
which I afterward learned were for the 
purpose of getting them to intercede for 
him, ‘Lhe curious part of the story, which 
follows, was told me, and it shows the 
slender thread by which a man some- 
times retains his hold on life. 


The colonel at the next post, some 250 
miles away, received the order from 
Washington passing upon Yoakum’s 
ease. He selected a messenger from 
among the best riders and, without tell- 
ing him the import of what he was car- 
rying, simply ordered him to use all 
haste in reaching Port Kearney. The 
trooper took it and lit out at a rapid 
gait three days before the sentence was 
to be executed. 

The second day afterward he returned 
and presented himself to the colonel, 
looking rather sheepish. The colonel in- 
terrogated him on his early return, and 
the soldier confessed that he had got in 
with some companions at N—, a sort of 
settlement on the road to Fort Kearney, 
and while drinking there had lost the 
message. 

The colonel’s face blanched, and for 
once he lost his composure. In excited 
tones he asked the trooper if he knew 
what the message contained. The mes- 
senger shook his head.

The 
trooper, not knowing the importance of 
his message, resolyed to vide back and 
get a new one, 

At sun up next morning a soldier who

lying on the sidewalk playing with a 


scrap of paper. There was nothing in 
that, but when a passing breeze jerked it 
from the animal's paws and sent it whir- 
ring ncross the street, the dog made a 
quick bound to get it. The rapidity of 
his action excited the admiration of the

first year; for if you do, you are cer- 

tain at the end of the year to be 
among those who swear that there is 
nothing in keeping chickens, 

The best way to start in the poultry 
business on a large scale is to start 
with only a few, learn all you can 
about chickens, and then try to breed 
all the good birds you can take care 
of without crowding, the first year. 
If, at the end of the year, you ure 
satisfied to go ahead and have enough 
money on nand ‘to get everything 
ready for a larger breeding flock, as 
well as to oarry you through the year 
for the necessaries of life, then you 
might quit your job and start in; but 
remember, “that this first year is 
what counts. You learn whether you 
have a taste for the business and get 
& pretty good idea of raising poultry. 
The second year you should be able to 
produce a flock large enough to en- 
able you to go into it more heavily, 
and with ordinary success you should 
make a good living off five hundred 
hens. ; 

We would strongly advise, when 
starting to be governed by the fol- 
lowing rules: First, start with the 
best to be had; second, decide what 
you desire to breed for—eggs or meat; 
third, get one variety and stay with 
it. If you breed only one variety you

A GOOD TEST FOR BORDEAUX, 


Bordeaux mixture is now so gener- 
ally used in gardening and fruit grow- 
ing that its proper preparation be- 
comes all important. The surer and 
simpler ferrocyanide of potassium test 
is largely superseding that of the 
knife blase. Ferrocyanide of potas- 


sium comes as a solid. According to 
a report of the Cornell station, one 
ounce of ferrocyanide of potassium dis- 
Solved in one ounce of water will be 
sufficient for testing many barrels of 
bordeaux mixture. In making bor- 
deaux it is usual to pour the diluted 
milk of lime into the diluted topper 
sulphate solution. In order to ascer- 
tain when enough lime has been used, 

ter pouring a small amount of it in- 
to the sulphate solution add‘a drop of 
the ferrocyanide solution. If a brick 
red color appears where the drop 
strikes, more lime is needed. Con- 


reddish color will be produced when 
the ferrocyanide is added. A little 
surplus lime will do no barm. Fer- 
rocyanide of potassium is a poison and 
should be kept out of the reach of 
ehildren and careless persons. 


BARLEY. OATS AND PEAS. 


Next to hay and corn, no orop is 
prized so highly by the dairyman as 
the grain above mentioned, either 
alone or in combination with each 
other. These crops baye three distinct 
uses. First, as a green soiling crop; 
second, when cut and cured as hay, 
and third, when allowed to ripen, cut 
and threshed, and the resulting grain) 
fed; while the straw is valuable for 
bedding or to a small extent for feed- 
ing purposes. They are the earliest 
cropstosow in the spring, and follow 
rye and wheat in succession for soiling. 
Por this purpose ibhey are only sur- 
passed by clover. They are greatly 
relished by stock of all kinds and have 
a comparatively high feeding value.

The Spiritual Drummer. 

Any thoughtful, sincere person who 
has had to do with churches which em- 
ploy travelling evangelists cannot but 
Sympathize with the views of Rey. Mr. 
Gilmour, of the London Presbyterian 
Council, as expressed in the following 
sentence : ‘The ordinary professional 
evangelist does not go out to bear the 
brunt in the hard places of the world, 
but feeds as a parasite upon the marrow 
of hard-worked pastors and missionar- 
ies, and while so doing heaps reproach 
upon them,” 

There are exceptions, of course, but 
the average travelling evangelist is not 
libelled by the foregoing statement, 
Why the regular pastors allow them- 
selves to be effaced by these spiritual 
drummers is beyond the comprehension 
of sensible men, capable of discriminat- 
ing between the solid and the superfic- 
ial. heir work consists of stirring up 
a congregation which sometimes never 
again settles back to a perfect state. 
The pastor who was regarded as a god- 
ly man before the advent of the traveller 
is left away down in the estimation of 
his flock because he fails to measure up 
to the standard of holiness set by one 
who does not stay in a neighborhood 
long enough to demonstrate his own 
possession of that admirable quality.

Moreover, their converts rarely stick. 
They get carried into church fellowship 
on a wave of excitement, which leaves 
them stranded amid uncongenial sur- 
roundings when it recedes, and they 
are not slow in crawling back to where 
they were before the storm began, 
There are exceptions in this class also. 

The labor of a regular pastor is dif- 
ferent. He has to live before his con- 
gregation seven days in a week all 
through the year, and he has to live 
what he preaches if he is to accomplish 
any good. The men and women whom 
he wins to the church, he must convince 
of their needs, of the wisdom of the 
choice he urges them to make, and the 
duty they owe to their Creator. And 
as he yisits them, argues with them, 
and points their pathway, he must walk 
in it with patience and fortitude, and 
practise self-denial aJl the way along. 
Those whom he adds to the church stay 
because their decision is founded upon 
conviction, He is the church-builder, 
and those who seek to take from him 
the credit are like the ones who try to 
climb into the sheep fold ‘‘ some other 
way.” 

The professional revivalist flourishes 
by the favor of the pastor. It would be 
better for them, for the church, and for 
the cause of Christianity in its widest 
sense, if the evangelists would become 
pastors, and the pastors their own evan- 
gelists. 


Artificial Coal. 


A German Inventor who Manufac- 
tures an Article Superior to the 
Real Thing. 

Herr Montag, of Mannheim, the in- 
ventor of artificial coal, when applied 
to for particulars in regard to his fuel, 
said: ‘I have taken out patents in 
seventeen countries. Until all the for- 
malities are completed, I can make none 
of the particulars in regard to the in- 
gredients public. I may say that from 
the point of view of hygiene the artific- 
inl-coal is preferable to the ordinary 
coal, as it does not develop any poison- 
ous gases and creates little soot. It 
leaves no slag, and only a small amount 
of ashes resembling wood or cigar ashes. 
There is no danger of an explosion or 
conflagration. ‘This fuel is composed of 
from ninety-two to ninety-four percent 
of ordinary earth and from six to eight 
percent of chemical ingredients. It is 
cheaper and better than coal. Any 
piece of land, even if unfit for agricul- 
ture, can be used for producing fuel. 

The cost of the necessary plant for 
manufacturing will be very low, the 
price of the machine being only $8,750. 
Tor steamships and steam engine pur- 
poses my fuel gives a greater heat, 
longer combustion and needs less storage 
place, It can be manufactured in any 
shape, and I calculate that a ton of my 
fuel will do the work of one and three- 
quarter tons of ordinary steam coal at

Arrange in good season to save all the 
fruit either by marketing, canning or

under the plow. It is better to seed to

Pruning when the sap is active and the 
tree growing rapidly promotes forming of 
fruit buds.

In some cases, notably among Hin- 
doo sects, a man who is devoted to 
religion must think of nothing else, 
not even of cleanliness. He straps 
himself to a post, and so remains in 
forment for the rest of his life. He 
keeps one hand clasped for years un- 
til the finger nails grow right through 
the palm, extending, perhaps, four or 
five inches on the other side. He 
yows to keep one arm extended, and 
after months or years of agony the 
muscles and bones stiffen into a rigid 
bar beyond all control. He stands on 
one leg, and in time the other leg be- 
comes too feeble to support the slight- 
est weight. He walls himself up in a 
hole, which he never leaves. Very 
different is the Mosiem, who shaves 
his head and goes baid for the sake 
of more perfect cleanliness, leaving 
only a lock of hair by which he thinks 
the Prophet, his master, will lift bim 
to heaven. 

TORTURE MADE A WARRIOR. 

Some of the Indians used to share 
the same belief, but there was a much 
finer faith among the fighting tribes 
of the plains and the Rocky Mountains. 
There a young man whowanted to rise 
to the rank of warrior went out alone 
into the wilderness, where he starved 
himself until he saw visions. ‘Che Big 
Spirit came to him and told him his 
wampum or medicine. ‘This might be 
a suck or stone, and so long as he car- 
ried it he should have the protection 
of his god. When he got his wam- 
pum he went back <o the tribe, where 
he submitted to long hours of torture, 
hanging to a rope fastened into great 
slits in his chest, until the quivering 
flesh tore away. If he made so much 
as 4 moan or cry he was dressed as a 
squaw, and must be a slave forever, 
but if he bore the ordeal he became a 
warrior. That religion bred up a 
splendid race of men, generous, hardy 
and brave. In India “hook swinging” 
was a well-known but awful cere- 
ing. The sufferer was slung in the 
alt by steel hooks through the flesh 


of his back. It has now been done 
away with by the British Govern- 
ment.

On the 15th of July last, a body was 
found in Salmon Lake, Frontenac Co.,

Pare and rub 
through a coarse sieve enough ‘ripe, 
soft peaches to make two cupfuls of 
pulp; beat the whites of four eggs to 
a stiff froth; add half a cupful of 
powdered sugar, and by degrees the 
peach pulp.

Peach Tartlets—Line deep patty 
tins with rich pie-crust; fill them with 
dry raw rice or wheat bran and bake; 
empty out the filling; return to the 
oven to harden the bottom a little and 
set aside. Pare and halve half as 
many ripe peaches as there are patty 
shells; chop the peach kernels fine, 
cover with cold water and simmer 15 
minutes. Strain off the liquid, add 
granulated sugar enough to make a 
rich syrup, boil ten minutes and dip 
it over the fruit. When the latter is 
cold, make a meringue of the white of 
one egg, or two, one tablespoonful of 
sugar and a little almond extract; put 
one section of fruit, cut side upward, 
in each shell, heap a teaspoonful of 
moringue in the hollow of the fruit 
and set in the oven until it yellows 
prettily.

Always the First Article to Be Pledg- 
ed In Distress, 


“Most people suppose,” said a down 
town pawnbroker the other evening, “that 
When a man ‘goes broke’ the first thing 
he thinks of pawning is his dress suit, 
but that’s not so. While there might be 
some that do this, thoy ate few and far 
between. By long odds, the great ma- 
jority of those in distress first ‘put up’ 
their watches. In a big city like this, 
with clocks on every hand, a watch is 
almost an unnecessary luxury on the 
street, and so this is the first article pawn- 
ed. Watches are, so to speak, a drug in 
the pawnshop. We get so many of them 
that we often wonder where they come 
from. 

“You might think that we never would

How Mexicans Roll Cigarettes, 

“Tt requires a great deal of skill to roll 
a cigarette a la Mexicana,” said a tobac- 
co dealer, “and I’ve watched the natives 
do it many a time without being able to 
imitate the performance. The average 
Mexican, from peon to upper middle 
class, carries a handful of granulated to- 
baeco wrapped up in a piece of rag or 
the corner of a handkerchief. When he 
wants to smoke, which is about every 
five minutes, he produces, let us say, a 
bit of husk, spreads a pinch of tobacco on 
it lengthwise and twists it into a cylinder 
by giving it a sort of sidelong slap 
against his thigh. How he imparts the 
necessary rolling motion I was never able 
to understand, and granulated tobacco is 
much more difficult to manipulate than 
the ordinary long cut. 

“White paper for cigarette: making is 
almost totally unknown once you cross 
the Rio Grande, and American tobacco 
houses doing a large business in the re- 
public have found it necessary to substi- 
tute brown for their Mexican trade. The 
kind best liked is the common brown 
straw paper chiefly used in this country 
by butchers and grocers for wrapping up 
parcels. It has a slight flavor that soon 
becomes rather pleasant than otherwise.”

arrested them both, together with two 
other anarchists, Joseph Ferrier and 
Jean Perrin.

The 
bulletin goes on to ascribe this “ dis- 
ease,’ as well as that of ‘carie,’ or 
rot, to a microscopic fungus growth, 
the latterrseen in the immature wheat, 
to which it fastens itself, and on which 
it feeds until the grains are “ trans- 
formed into a black powder, greasy to 
the touch, and of the odour of decayed 
fish.’ The bulletin advises eradication 
of these pests by treating the seed 
wheat with a weak solution of sulphate 
of copper. 
THE CARBUNCLE PLAGUE. 

From another bulletin issued by the 
Argentine Government it appears that 
great havoc is being wrought among 
the herds by a plague known as “‘car- 
buncle.” The virulence of this disease 
is such that the immediate slaughter of 
all affected animals and the cremation 
of the carcases and the use of anticep- 
ties in handling tbem are earnestly 
recommended. The Government under- 


takes to supply free to stock-raisers 
of the Republic the Pasteur lymph, 
which it is elaimed renders animals 


immune from the plague.

Storm of rain had come on; and the 
Water rose three feet in a few minutes. 
Three men staried for the manhole, 
the foreman remaining behind to se- 
cure the staging on which they had 
veen al work. Before he could reach 
it the flood came down with a wild 
rush. 

One man was dragged into satety 
by means of a life-line, but another 
Was carried away and drowned. <A 
man named Milton was thrown down, 
and would’ have been drowned had not 
Mugford | come along. ‘The foreman 
had retained his calmness during all 
the confusion and horror of the mom- 
ent. He was possessed of exceptional 
Strength, and after a short struggle 
he succeeded in half-dragging, half- 
carrying the man to the staging.

Women as Inventors. 


Some of the most valuable as well as 
important inventions have been patent- 
ed by women, among which may be 
numbered the first cook stove, a per- 
mutation lock having 38,000 different 
combinations, a machine for making 
screws, (invented by a little girl) which 
revolutionized that industry, and the 
valuable Burden process of making 
horse-shoes, which resulted in a saving 
over the old process, of many millions 
of dollars per year. 

The first patent to a woman was 
granted in 1808, and since then the 
number has increased to many thou- 
sands. 

These facts are interesting not only 
because indicating the rapid and almost 
marvelous growth of woman's intellect, 
but also from the fact that the inven- 
tive genius of women invades fields 
one would scarcely credit her with any 
interest, much less knowledge.

We may look upon the art of 
hand embroidery and hand-made lace 
as almost at an end, ‘The introduc- 
tion of machinery into these sacred 
realms has cheapened labor so that 
only the real connisseur or artist will 
appreciate the genuine article, 

It is from the openwork embroid- 
ery, Which in the sixteenth century 
came into such universal use, that we 
must derive the origin of lace. ‘This 
embroidery, though comprising a wide 
variety of decoration, went by the gen- 
eral name of cutwork 

Then came the Renaissance, a period 
when so close a union existed between 
fine arts and manufactures; when the 
most trifling object of luxury, instead 
of being consigned to the vulgar taste 
of the mechanic, received from artists 
their most graceful inspiration, Em- 
broidery profited by the general im- 
pulse, and books of designs were com- 
posed for that species, which, under the 
general name of cutwork, formed the 
great employment for the women of 
the day. 

Cutwork was made in several ways, 
The first consisted in arranging a net- 
work of threads upon a small frame, 
crossing and interlacing them into 
various complicated patterns. Be- 
neath the network was gummea a 
picce of fine cloth, called quintain, 
from the town in Brittany where it 
was made, Then with a needle, the 
network was sewn to the quintain by 
edging round those parts of the pat- 
tern that were to remain thick. The 
last operation was to cut away the 
superfluous cloth, hence the name of 
culwork, 

Again, the pattern was made with- 
out any linen; threads radiating at 
equal distances from the common cen- 
ter, served as a framework to others 
which were united to them in squares, 
triangles, rosaces, and other geome-

A UNIQUE SYSTEM, 

“For lace let Flanders bear away 
the belle.” Lacemaking forms an abun- 
dant source of national wealth to 
Belgium. ‘The old Flemish laces are 
beautiful; some of varied grounds, 
A curious fact in the lace history of 
Belgium is that at one time lace was 
smuggled into France from Belgium 
by means of dogs trained for the pur- 
pose. A dog was caressed and petted 
at home, fed on the fat of the land, 


then, after a season, sent across the 
frontier, where he was tied up, half 
starved and ill treated. The skin of 


of a bigger dog was then fitted Lo his 
body, the intervening space filled with 
lace, ‘The dog was then allowed to 
escape and make his way home, where 
he was kindly welcomed with his con- 
traband charge. ‘These journeys were 
repeated till the French custom house 
getting scent, by degrees put an end 
to the traffic, Between 1820 and 1836 
no less than 40,278 dogs were destroy- 
ed, a reward of 8 francs being given 
for each, . 

Brussels or Brabant lace is exquis- 
ite, the thread used in it being of ex- 
traordinary fineness, It is made of the 
flax grown in Brabant at Hal and 
Rebecq-Rognou. The finest quality 
is spun in dark, underground rooms, 
for confact with the dry air causes the 
thread to break. So fine is it as al- 
most to escape the sight. The feel of 
the thread as it passes through the 
fingers is the surest guide, The thread 
spinner closely examines every inch 
drawa from her distaff, and when any 
inequality occurs stops her wheel to 
repaic the mischief, Every artificial 
help is given to the eye.

Under the 
regin of Louis XIV., point d’Alencon 
received anew life, He named it 
point de France, and made it compul- 
sory for all at court to wear it, Thus 
was made the fortune of Alencon, a 
lace rarely and delicately beautiful, if 
indeed copied almost directly from the 
methods of Venice, ‘The lavish use of 
lace during the reign of Louis XIV., 
passes beyond description, vast sums 
being expended upon a single toilet 
for either sex, 

The Freneh revolution was fatal to 
the lace trade, For twelve years the 
manufacture almost ceased, and more 
than thirty different fabrics entirely 
disappeared, Napoleon especially pat- 
ronized the fabrics of Alencon, Brussels

Teaching a

There was a time, a few 
years ago, when information on the 
subject was very scarce. A few 
horticulturists were supposed to 
monopolize most of the knowledge, 
and they kept their information to 
themselves. But to-day it is quite 
apparent that grafting and budding 
are very simple operations, that 
any man with a little knowledge 
of horticultural methods, can per- 
form. It is this process, however, 
that has produced some of the 
greatest fmarvels of modern times. 
From these grafted fruits we have 
produced new products that have 
attracted world-wide attention. The 
very simplemess of tne work 
should; attract every grower of 
fruits to attempt to make improve- 


ments through it. There is a fas- 
cinating study in oringing two 
distinct varieties of fruits together 


on one stock, and then watching for 
the results. These results may not 
always be what one may earnestly 
desire, but now and then great 
good is accomplished. Wonders may 
often be wrought in an orchard that 
does not pay by grafting the trees with 
scions taken from trees that yield mar- 
ketable fruits. It is much easier and 
quicker to graft the old trees with 
new varieties of fruits, than to 
attempt top raise a new _ orchard. 
And after all the grafted fruit is 
more apt to be true to its kind 
than the seedling, which {may 
change and degenerate in the grow- 
ing. 


GOOD BUTTER. 


In making good butter, aside 
from the processes themselves, 
there are at least three essentials, 
namely, good milk, pure air and 
perfect cleamliness. Most of the ele- 
ments which render milk bad are 
the ferments. They are “leaven,” 
of which, according to Scripture, a 
little “leavens the whole lump.” 
Therefore, it takes only a little 
poor milk to spoil a considerable 
quantity of milk that is 
tianable. Milk from cows close to 
calying time often contaminates a 
large quantity of good milk. 

Nothing igs more susceptible to 
bad odors than milk and its pro- 
ducts. Pure air is so essential that 
good butter cannot be made when 
the dairy room is the kitchen, or 1s 
immediately connected with it. 
Cleanliness, too, is one of the essentials 
that even outranks godliness in but- 
ter making. (Che ulensils must be 
clean, and must be washed with luke- 
warm water and a brush and soap, or 
some other cleansing preparation, with 
careful attention to the seams of the 
vessels, and then they should be 
scalded in boiling water, and by 
this we menn walter that is really 
boiling, not such as has been boil 
ing and hus been poured from ves- 
sel until it cools. ‘Bach vessel should 
receive its full share of airing and sun- 
shine afler scalding. 

{hese are pots not new at all, 
but they are points on which it is 
necessary to have “line upon line 
and precept upon precept.” What 
one does every day, and day after 
day, as is the case in handling 
milk, there is always danger that 
he will do carelessly at times, It 
is a matter of common remark that 
on railroads it is the old hand who 
is caught in making couplings; it is 
the coe who has been doing it day 
after day, month after month, and 
year after year.

CANALS COST MONEY. 


Kut Their Profits Ave Very Large When 
ever They Proye Succcessful, 

The Manchester Ship Canal, connect- 
ing Manchester and Liverpool, cost 
$80,000,000, or $15,000,00u more than the 
original estimate. The cost of the 
Nicaragua Canal, to connect the Atlan- 
tic and the Pacific through Central 
America, and thereby shorten the dis- 
tance between New York and San 
Francisco from 15,600 to 4,900 miles, igs 
variously estimated at from $100,000,- 
000 to $200,000,000, according to the 
route adopted. The Suez Canal cost 
$100,006,000. The North Sea Canal in 
Germany cost $37,500,000, the North 
Holland and the Corinth canals $15,- 
000,000 each, and the Panama Canal 
has cost to date $250,000,000, 

Canals when successful are generous- 
ly so. The Khedive’s sharesin the 
Suez Canal, purchased by the British 
Government in 1876 for $20,000,000, are 
now worth more than $120,000,000, and 
there are many indications that the 
future value of the Suez Canal shares 
will be even greater, in view of the 
fact that this canal enjoys a peculiar 
monopoly of business which enables it 
without danger from competition to 
charge very heavy tolls and to enforce 
their collection without danger of Goy- 
ernment interference, the canal beiag 
practically owned by the English Goy- 
ernment, which is administering the 
financial affairs of Egypt. 

Another country in which the canal 
system is a source of large profit is 
Holland. Holland has nine miles of 
canal for every 100 square miles of 
area, a proportion not equalled else- 
where and four times as great as in the 
United Kingdom. The Dutch canals 
have an aggregate length of 1,830 
miles, and for their maintenance the 
State expends $3,000,000 yearly. The 
Helder, begun in 1819 and completed 
six years later, is 60 miles long, 120 
feet wide and 20 deep, allowing two 
merchantmen to pass abreast and 
nayigable for the largest vessels, The 
North Sea Canal, built in 1863-74, is 420 
feet wide and 82 deep, and brings Am- 


sterdam within fifteen miles of — the 
sea; length, 14 miles; cost, $10,000,000. 

The success of the Kiel Canal, con- 
necting the Baltic with the North Sea, 
has led to increased popularity for 
canals in Germany, and there has been 
organized in that country a company 
to construct a mid-European canal 
connecting Germany with European 
Turkey. The proposed new route uses 
the existing connections between the 
navigable river and canal systems of 
Germany and the Danube, in Austria. 
There are now 9,000 miles of waterways 
in Germany, of which 67 per cent, are 
rivers and 33 per cent, canals; and 
while the proposed extension of the 
German canal system into Austria 
would entail a large expenditure, the 
benefits of it in a commercial way 
would be considerable. Plans have al- 
ready been adopted for connecting the 
Danube with the Elbe. 

Unlike railroads, the revenues from 
the operation of which can be estimat- 
ed in advance with some approach to 
accuracy, canals are constructed with- 
out any assurance of repayment to pro- 
the chief, 


jectors, The Erie Canal, 
canal in the United States, the con- 


atruction of which cost about $100,000,- 
000, has paid in tolls collected $180,000,- 
000 regardless of the fact tha num- 
ber of years ago the canal was mado 
free for all and all toll charges were 
removed. In the general opinion the 
success of the Nicaragua Canal will be 
as great in a peguniary way as that of 
the Suez Canal.

The Flea, 

Of all parasites surely the flea is the 
best known. It is an example of the 
being quite free from Its host 
in all stages of its life and only attaching 
itself to feed. It is also an example of 
the difficulty experienced by zoologists as 
to the real alfihities of parasites, for 
though now generally regarded as a de- 
graded form of two winged fly, yet in 
past time it has been yariously located 
and even now is often considered the 
type of a distinet order of insects. Fleas 
pass through the usual stages of an in- 
sect’s life—namely, the egg, grub, pupa 
and adult 

The 8 are Inid In dark, out of the 
way places, such as chinks and cracks 
or on rigs and enrpets, and from them 
fre hatched the grubs, which feed on 
dust, particles of feathers or other ani- 
mal substar : After about 12 days 
the grub eh s into a quiescent pupa 
and this in another fortnight or so to the 
perfect insect. It is only in this Intter 


state that the flea sucks blood, all the 
other sta being inoffensive. It is euri- 
ous that swarms of fleas ave some- 


times found in sit ns where blood is 
only very rarely acecssible, and in these 
other means of subsistence 
must be resorted to.—Chambers’ Journal.

WITNESSES FOR DREYFUS. 

Mr. Roland Strong, an English news-

The next witness was M. Gobert, an 
expert of the Bank of France, the 
first man in France who declared in 
fayor of Dreyfus. He reported, on 
examining the documents, that Uster- 
hazy and not Dreyfus wrote the bor- 
dereau. He was most emphatic in 
this. 

Answering questions ofthe judges, 
M. Gobert declared his conviction that 
the bordereau was written in a run- 
ning natural hand, and said there was 
no tracing or other trickery.

LIKE A VAUDEVILLE SHOW. 


M. Bertillon, the noted anthropomet- 
er, or specialist in the measurement of 
the human body, was called, and with 
him came five soldiers, staggering un- 
der the weight of immense leather sat- 
chels, bulging with documents, charts, 
eic., which they deposited on the stage 
as a roar of laughter echoed through 
the court.

DEATH OF A FAMOUS HINDU 


To attain this end Swami Bhaskar 
ananda forsook his kindred and turned 
his back upon society; lived a life of 
nakedness and self-immurement, and 
sat in a painful posture of the body 
for many years (that by these austeri- 
ties his spirit might be freed from its 
subjection to matter. That there 
could be no greater martyrdom than 
that which this devotee chose for him- 
self is attested by the fact that tour- 
ists in India were not content with 
viewing the Golden ‘Temple, the shrine 
of the monkeys and the cesspools of 
the gods, but almost without excep 
tion directed their footsteps to hte 
cell of the heathen saint seeking re- 
union with God. Even Christian mar- 
tyrology tells no more pathetic tale 
of the sacrifice of the body to save the 
soul. 


THE PREDICTION. 

“In eighty years,” a Benares Brah- 
min ventured to predict, when Chris- 
tianity first attempted to get a foot- 
hold in the holy city, “the worship of 
Gunga will vanish, the chains of caste 
will be dissolved, and all will have the 
true knowledge of God and become 
Christians.” 

The prediction was made elghty years 
ago, but its fulfilment is still eighty 
years in the future. The missionaries 
at Benares haye been at work during 
these four-score years, but the Ganges 
is still the sacred river of the Hindus, 
the nasty wells of Shiva and Vishnu 
are still believed to contain a purify- 
ing element, the siminans still perform 
their mischievous pranks about the 
shrine of the monkeys.

The appearance of smut in the néw 


crop of fall wheat has caused the Toron- 


to Board of Trade to take action in the 
matter, as smut greatly reduces the 
value of the grain for milling purposes. 
Ita matter that is easily remedied by the 
farmer. One method is to immerse the 
seed in a solution of copper sulphate for 
five minutes, the proportions being one 
pound of the copper sulphate to a gal- 
lon of water. Sonking the seed for 15
